The  House  of  Bishops  was  singularly  felicitous  in 
the  selection  of  both  the  gentlemen  who  are  to  be 
^nsecraled  to  the  above  high  and  responsible  statioBS. 
Few  entere*!  the  Missionary  field  at  an  earlier  period 
tlian  Dr.  Kemper.  In  the  year  1812,  when  the 
subject  of  missions  was  hardly  known  amonw  us; 
when  he  had  but  just  entered  the  ministry,  and  was 
yet  in  deacon’s  orders,  he  originated  that  eminently 
useful  Missionary  Association,  “  The  Society  for  the 
advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,"  and 
was  actively  instrumental  in  organizing  and  carry- 
ing  It  into  effect  With  the  assent  of  his  Diocesan 
and  Rector,  and  of  the  Vestry  of  the  Churches  with 
which  he  wu  connected,  he  procured  a  supply  for 
his  pulpit  during  the  time  he  must  necessarily  be  ab¬ 
sent,  and  became  one  of  the  Missionaries  of  that  So- 
dety  for  a  season;  and  undertook  and  discharged  a 


Mission  to  tbe  extreme  western  parts  of  the  state :

Among  oUier  modes  are  the  following : 

“  To  make  affectionate  and  earnest  addresses  to  of¬ 
ficers  and  members  of  Christian.

&.C.  and  to  set  before  them  in  a  forcible  manner  the 
effect  of spiriliione  liquors  on  the  health,  reputation,  and 
all  the  temporal  and  eternal  interests  of  men ;  arid  to 
urge  all  by  the  most  weighty  arguments,  drawn  from 
the  present  and  the/M/ure  world,  to  keep  themselves 
at  the  greatest  distance  from  this  insidious  and  de¬ 
structive  foe;  and  in  general,  to  labour  by  all  suitable 
means,  in  reliance  upon  the  blessings  of  God,  to  fix 
the  eyes  of  alt  persons  of  both  sexes  upon  the  magnitude 
of  the  evil  which  this  society  aims  to  prevent.” 


Here  the  Society  itself  recommends  a  special  appeal 
to  officers  and  rnembers'  of  Christian  Churches,  and 
in  reliance  upon'^'the  bYessing  of  God,  the  use  of 
weighty  arguments  bearing  upon  the  •*  eternal  inter¬ 
ests  of  men  ;”  these  its  jagent  would  in  vain  seek  for 
any  where  but  in  the  Bible.  l>Io  one  pretends  to  the 
knowledge  of  a  “future  world”  from  any  other  source.

What  should  hinder  the  Protestants  of  Englan*)  and 
Ireland  from  commemorating  this  year,  tlie  third  cen¬ 
tenary  of  the  frst  publication  of  the.  entire  Bible  in 
English?  If  llw!  blessings  of  the  Reformation  are 
worth  having  and  preserving,  surely  they  are  worth 
commemorating  and  defending.  Cfuerdale’s  Bible 
(as  it  is  commonly  ternieil)  was  published  at  Zurich, 
in  the  year  1535.  I  will  only  add,  that  on  ih^  last 
page  are  these  words:  ‘  Prynted  in  the  year  of  our 
I^ird,  M.D.XXXV.  and  fynished  the  fourtli  day  of 
Octoiier.’ 

“  The  4th  day  of  October,  in  this  year,  foils  on  a 
Sunday.  The  19th  Psalm  (one  of  those  for  the  day) 
has  a  text  for  all ;  ‘  The  Law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,

ing  of  having  the  Scriptures  in  oiir  own  tongue,  •  to 
be  understanded  of  the  people.’

death  a  decent  burial.  A  proof,  observes  the  Arrhit", 
among  many  others,  tliat  the  clergy  of  the  Ronii.' 
Church  arc,  when  permitted,  as  much  enibitt*’r*- 
against  the  G*>spel  and  its  disciples  as  at  tlie  tinipo; 
the  Reformation,  and  that  we  are  right  in  rccnllinj 
from  time  to  lime  the  bhxxly  persecutions  by  wliicli 
that  Church  has  fought  against  the  truth  of  fioi. 
What  is  ancient  history,  would  become  modern  liistnrj 
from  the  day  that  the  Papal  clergy  pos.sessed  ihf 
power  of  persecution.  If  such  remarks  are  ever  allow¬ 
able,  they  must  certainly  be  tolerated  from  tbe  lU- 
guenots  of  France,  the  land  which  witnessed  ihe  Jr*- 
gonnades  o(  l/>'jis  XIV.  and  the  unparalleled  borrsn 
of  the  massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew.
